dated Hongkong, November 12, 1957) 

**Tbe Little Rock affray had wide and unfair coverage, eo much to 
the point where I ceased to read the papers lor days on end, but I have now 
arrived at the conclnsion that no matter what we do or say, it will be misun- 
derstood; whether it be onr questionable tardiness in launching a 8|putnik or 
engage In a local segregation disturbance. It is one of those situations 
where we canned win. The only answer is to have faith; faith in ourselves 
and in our leaders and rise above the slings and arrows - let them fly, or 
as Benjamin Franklin said: let the mud dx 7 , it is easier to brush off. We 
cannot dissipa t e our energy or upset onr equilibrium trying to Justify our 
actions or please the rest of the world, because it cannot be dene. There 
is too great a chunk that is working overtime with its wits and colossal 
resources to make us misundenrtood. Americans the world around must 
have confidence, poise, and a real understanding of their worth and of the 
contribution they and thsir country are making to the world. These must be 
exhibited on an individual as well as a national Ihvel. As recent as yesterday 
I was batted on our China policy. I found it quite refreshing to be able to 
laugh at the person and tell him that maybe be been subscribing to the 
wrong reading material. A far cry from S years ago In Singapore when it 
cut to the quick to hear Americans and American policy crucified. Such 
criticism stems from Just 8 sources: Jealousy on the part of our allies, 
and a deter m i n ati o n to destroy us by our enemy. One is to be pitied, and 
the other • for us to be ever vigilant. The sad part is one plays into the 
other.
